“Charlevoix. County will continue to 


administer zoning ordinances for town- ° 


ships which want it to—at least for 
another year. 

Two townships—Melrose and. Boyne 
Valley—now have the county planner 
act as their zoning administrator. Other 
townships and the cities have their own 
personnel to enforce zoning laws. 

County planning commission mem- 
bers have been discussing, on and off, 
for several months whether the county 
should be in the business of adminis- 
tering local laws. 

County planner Larry Sullivan has 
said the fees paid by the townships— 
$750 for Melrose and $438 for, Boyne 
Valley—-do not cover costs, which he 
estimated for 1981 to be about $2,000 to 
$2,500. 

: He said, however, the lull in building 
activity in recent months has reduced 
his zoning administration work to a 
trickle. 

The planners, while saying they may 
talk more later about the practice, 
decided to continue administering the 
laws for those two townships for another 
year. 

If other townships wish the county 
to administer their ordinances, too, the 
planners said, the county will do so 
(subject to commission approval). 

Sullivan said an official from one of 
the three cities—he would not say which 
city—had informally approached him 
about the possibility of the county 
acting as administrator for that munici- 
pality, too. 

: The commission did not deal with that 
possibility since no formal request had 
been made. 


A fee schedule will have to be worked 
out, commissioners decided. No fees for 
Boyne Valley or Melrose were 
discussed. 

There are presently 18 different 

zoning ordinances at work within the 
county—one for each city and township, 
A county-wide ordinance was voted 
down in a 1973 election. 
Whenever discussion of zoning admin- 
istration takes place, the possibility of 
county-wide zoning administration— 
having the county oversee all zoning 
laws—comes up. 

So does the possibility of preparing 
and enacting a new county-wide ordin- 
ance. 

Commissioner Dennis Jason said at 
the June 3 commission meeting that 
county-wide administration may have 
merit. without having county-wide or- 
dinance. They are not interlocked items, 
he said. 

The advantage of having county-wide 
administration, he said, is that zoning 
laws may be enforced more evenly. 
Resident-administrators would not have 
to worry about citing their neighbors for 
zoning law violations, he said. 

Commissioner Arnold Hudson sug- 
gested that the zoning administrator 
work more closely with the building 
department, which inspects projects as 
they are built after they have met 
zoning standards. 

He said the building inspectors have 
no way of knowing if zoning viola- 
tions occur—citing the example of a 
person moving stakes after the zoning 
administrator has approved a site so the 
eventual building is not in accordance 
with the zoning ordinance. 


x. ‘City’ assessor

General questions on property taxes 
were answered at the Boyne City noon 
commission meeting, Tuesday, June 8, 
by county equalization director Joan 
Blanchard. 

Boyne City employs the equalization 
department staff to do the city’s 
assessing. 

One resident present at the meeting 
protested, saying, ‘I believe people 
would be more evenly taken care of if 
the city had its own assessor. The 
citizens would be better represented.”’ 

He objected to the fact that the county 

assessor can not appraise each property 
every year. 
', City manager Tim Clifton pointed 
out, ‘‘l don’t know of a city with an 
assessing staff large enough to do every 
piece of property every year...They do 
it, one quadrant a year.’’ 

Blanchard explained assessing is 
done every. three years, each area 


‘taking a turn. In between the depart- 


ment uses its land value maps and its 
‘Land Values Manual to determine the 


multiplier used to keep abreast of 
current values. 

“We do not decide the taxes,’’ she 
emphasized, saying her department 
was tesponsible only for the values on 
which local governments figure what 
millage to ask. 

She said also the advantages of 
having the department do the assessing 
include the savings in clerical work and 
supplies, but more importantly, it saves 
on duplication because the department 
must perform some of the services 
necessarily performed by an assessor. 

Another point was that an assessor 
would probably live in the area in which 
he works and suffer the criticism of 
supposed—or on rare occasions—actual 
sympathy for some of those assessed. 

Clifton noted a city assessor would 
cost the city double the approximate 
$10,000 paid at present to the equal- 
ization department to have the as- 
sessing done. 

Blanchard said she is often asked why

a privately-done appraisal is so often 
quite different from the public asses- 
sment, 

One reason, Blanchard said, is that 
the apprisal is done on the one property 
for that one week. 

The department must generalize, or 
as Blanchard put it ‘‘make appraising 
uniform."’ She said it was more com- 
plicated than just averaging. 


In addition the county assessment 


~ goes for three years. But if a particular 


area is undergoing unusual change, the 
department does not wait, she said, but 
goes ahead with a special study before 
the three years are up. 

Speaking of appraisals, Blanchard 
said anyone with a complaint for the 
. board of reviews should have an ap- 
praisal made first, or at least some 
evidence of the value of the land. 

One of the difficulties for arriving at 
values in Michigan is that assessors are 
not allowed legal recourse to sales 
prices, although they sometimes receive 
information in forms sent out when they 
know a land contract “transaction has 
occurred. 

“There’s no way anyone can be exact 
(in assessment),”’ Blanchard said, ‘‘but 
we are within 5 to 10 percent.”

legislators of the desperate desire for 
equality shared by so many women, and 
so invisible to men. 

Already three weeks have gone by. 

Some legislators are reported so 
angry about the fast that it seems 
merely to have intensified plans to 
oppose approval of the amendment. 

As I talk to acquaintances about it, 
however, I hear praise for the courage 
of the women. I hear the deep anger 
that the ancient tyranny goes on in this 
country, supposed to be the jewel of 
democracy. 


It’s similar to Russia where the only . 


recourse of the voteless oppressed is a 
hunger strike. 

Without representation in the legis- 
lature, women are at this point vote- 
less in Illinois. A resort to a hunger 
strike seems almost natural. The law 
won’t let you go up and throttle the men 
who are using the power voted to them 
to act so unjustly. 

Imagine—our laws supporting in- 
justice. (Not the only time, of course.) 

Further, fasting was the resort of the 
British and American ‘suffragettes back 
in the early 1900’s, for the same 
reasons. 

But now we have the vote. We should 
have gotten women into that legisla- 
ture before this. 

That’s true, but it’s even harder to do 
than to fast. The fight for power 
demands political sophistication, con- 


nections, money—and equality. 

I regret that the women are fasting. 
Even though | totally sympathize with 
them, 1 can’t support compelling a vote 
by fasting any more than by any other 
threat. 

But I also can’t support tyranny by 
sex. 


If we tobacco users were to shun the 
stuff forever, we would impair the very. 
life support system of the struggling 
farmers who raise tobacco for a living: 

Now listen to this so I won’t have to 
repeat it. 

The federal gisvtrnninet needs our 
tobacco tax. The huge amount of money 
stolen from smokers is used to subsidize 
the tobacco grower, giving: him a 
healthy life support system. And as a 
fringe benefit it guarantees a good mess 
of votes that keep southern politicians i in 
Washington. 

If you passed the third grade with 
fiying colors, you now know that our 
government has two mouths. One 
mouth says to the American: people, 
‘Quit smoking or you shall pay dearly 
for it by withering away on the sidewalk 
in front of Moore’s Hardware.” 

. The other mouth says to the: tobacco 
grower, ‘‘Here is the tax méney we 
have collected. Grow all the tobacco you 
want.”’ 

I have long wished that our gov- 
ernment had a third mouth. One that 
would say to me, ‘‘Quit smoking and we 
will give you all the money you want.’’ 

This, of course, is not going to 
happen. We have a two-mouth govern- 
ment and we are stuck with it. 

Just as I am with this damn pipe. 
Sorry about that, Ralph.

An easy way to reduce 
expenses is to share them with 
someone else. 

This idea has become a 
popular way of affording vaca- 
tion housing, whether you use 
a formal time-sharing system, 
or buy or rent as part of a 
group. But you should under- 
stand what you are obligated 
to pay and what you should 
expect in return for your 
money. 

There are over 270,000 ow- 
ners of time-shares in the 
United States, and the prices 
for a span of 25 to 40 years 
start as low as $1,700 and 
spiral up to $26,000 per week. 
A yearly maintenance fee 
might be extra. 

You are buying the right to 
use a dwelling for a set amount 
of time—say two weeks— 
every year for an agreed upon 
term of years. 

Although some owners pro- 
bably bought time-shares as 
an investment years ago, some 
counselors might advise a- 
gainst doing so. A major 
deterrent is a provision in 
some contracts that forbids 
selling at a profit, if you are 
allowed to sell at all. 


RAGED DOD 


Time-shares may be pur- 
chased or rented. If you buy, 
you may be buying either a 
share in the real estate and 
facilities, or the use of an 
individual unit for a few weeks 
annually. In most cases of 
ownership, you can buy, lease, 
will or sell your interest. 

When you lease a_ time- 
share, you may be buying a 
membership in a club that 
owns or leases the real estate 
and facilities or you may be 
buying a lease for a set span of 
time. Subleasing may not be 
permitted. 

A tax advantage of buying a 
time-share in a resort is that 
you may be able to deduct your 
percentage of the property 
taxes. Interest on a financing 
arrangement is also deducti- 
ble. : 

Nevertheless, a time-share 
has shortcomings. It may limit 
you td one vacation spot for a 
number of years, and it may 
also confine your choice of 
time to the same period every 
year. Prices depend on the 
season. 

If time-sharing isn’t for you, 
investigate other alternatives 
such as group buys or rentals.
